ory and culture, respecting the valuable heritages of 
the Constitutionalist Movement and in conformity 
with the Charter of the United Nations and the 
Universal Declaration of Human Rights, and for the 
purpose of: 

— Preserving the independence, defending the 
territorial integrity and strengthening the national 
sovereignty; 


— Achieving country-wide peace and deepenins 
national unity; 

— Securing justice and democracy; — 

— Socio-Economic reconstruction and balancec 
srowth and enhancing the people’s living standard; 

— Promoting the role and prestige of the 
country in the international arena; 

— Creating favourable conditions for determin. 
ing the legal status of permanent neutrality oj 
Afghanistan and its demilitarization; 

We, the representatives of the people of Afgh- 
anistan to the Loya Jirgah of Twenty Eighth anc 
Twenty Ninth of May, One Thousand Nine Hundred 
and Ninty amended as follows’ the constitutior 
ratified by the Loya Jirgah of Nowember ‘Thirty 
One Thousand Nine Hundred and Highty seven 
which comprised Thirteen chapters and One 
Hundred and Forty Nine articles. 


CHAPTER ONE 
FOUNDATIONS OF POLITICAL 
SYSTEM 

Articie One: 

The Republic of Afghanistan is an independent, 
unitary indivisible and Islamic state, having sov- 
ereignty over. the whole of its territory. 

National Sovereignty in the Republic of Afgh- 
anistan belongs to the people. The people exerc- 
ise national sovereignty through the Loya Jingah 
and National Assembly. 

Articie two: 

The sacred religion of Islam is the religion of 
Afghanistan. In the Republic of Afghanistan no law 
_ shall run counter to the principles of the sacred 


ligion of Islam and other values enshrined in this 
onstitution. | 

Article three: 

The Republic of Afghanistan isa nonaligned 
untry which does not join any military bloc and 
es not allow establishment of foreign military 
wes on its territory. 


Article four: 

The defence of independence, - national sovere- 
nty and territorial integrity is the fundamental 
ity of the state. The state ensures the security 
id defence capability ofthe country and ae 
ie armed forces. 


Article Five: 
Political pluralism is the basis of the political 
rstem of the Republic of Afghanistan. 


In the Republic of Afghanistan, political part- 
s are allowed to be formed, provided their Plat- 
rm, Charter and activities are not opposed to 
1e provisions of this Constitution and the laws 
‘ the country. 


The organisation and financial resources of a 
olitical party cannot be covert. 

A party formed in accordance with the provis- 
ns of the law cannot be dissolved without a legal 
LUSe. 


Judges and Attorneys cannot be members of a 
olitical party during the terms of their office. 

Article Six: 

This article is abolished. 
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Articie Seven: 

The formation of social. organizations is allo 
ed in the Republic of Afghanistan in accordar 
with the law. 

Article eight: 

Pashtu and Dari are official languages amo 
the national languages of the country. 

Articie Nine: 

The state emblem of the Republic of Afgh: 
istan consists of arising sun, Adytum a 
Pulpit with a green background, enconced 
two sheaves of wheat and a tricolour ribbon 
black, red and green. 

Article ten: 

The state flag of the Republic of Afghanist 
is a tricolour divided into three horizontal eq 
parts in black, red and green stripes. The embl 
shall be placed on both sides of the upper quar 
of the flag, close to the mast. The length of t 
flag shall be double its width. 

Article eleven: 

The capital of the Raaublic of Afghanistan 
Kabul. 


CHAPTER TWO 
FOUNDATIONS OF 
SOCIO-ECONOMIC SYSTEM 

Article Twelve: 

This article is abolished. 

Article thirteen: 

The Republic of Afghanistan is a multi-natio1 
country. The state shall follow the policy of allrou 
growth, understanding, friendship and cooperati 
between all nationalities, clans and tribes of t 


‘country for ensuring political, economic, social and 
‘ultural equality and rapid growth and development 
»f regions which are socially, economically and 
‘ulturally backward. The state shall gradually 
repare the grounds for the creation of administra- 
ive units based on national characteristics. 

Articie fourteen: 

The state shall adopt necessary measures for 
he growth of culture, language and literature of 
he people of Afghanistan as well as preserve and 
levelop the worthy cultural, traditional, linguistic, 
iterary and folkloric legaey of all nationalities, 
lans and tribes. 

Articie fiiteen: 

In the Republic of Afghanistan family constit- 
ites the basic unit of the society. 


The state shall adopt necessary measures for 
nsuring the health of mother and child and for 
he upbringing of children. 

Article sixteen: 

The state takes permanent care of the young 
eneration and provides necessary opportunities for 
heir education, employment, recreation, rest, 
piritual and physical growth and shall help the 
lossoming of the talents of the youth. 

Article seventeen: 

The state shall promote construction to provide 
fate and cooperative housing and help in the con- 
‘ruction of private houses. 

Article eighteen: 

The state shall implement the economic policy 
imed at mobilization and utilization of the coun- 
‘y’s resources for removing backwardness, raising 
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the living standards of the people and developmen 
of socio-economic structure of the society. Toward: 
this end, the state shall formulate and put into prac 
tice socio-economic development plans. 


Article Nineteen: 

In the Republic of Afghanistan, State, mixed 
cooperative, trust, private and personal property a: 
well as properties of political and social organisation: 
exist. Property is safe of any intrusion. ~ The 
state protects all forms of legal properties. 

Article ‘Twenty: 

In the Republic of Afghanistan, mineral res 
ources, forests, pastures, mines, basic energy resou. 
rces, historic relics, radio-television and communica. 
tions’ facilities, major dams, ports and _ transpor' 
ways, Shall be of state properties. 

Private investment is allowed, in accordance 
with the law, for making use of forests, pastures 
energy resources, mines, and purchase and sale 
of means of communications. 


In the Republic of Afghanistan, besides the 
State-run banks, insurance institutions and air tran- 
sport, the formation of stock banks, and mixed 
insurance institutions and air transport and priva- 
te and land transport are allowed in accordance 
with the law. . 4 

In the Republic of Afghanistan, the function- 
ing of the agencies of foreign banks and insurance 
institutions are allowed in accordance with 
the law. 

' Article twentyone: 
The state shall assist strengthening and expan-

sion of cooperatives and shall encourage the volun- 
tary participation of the people to this end. 
Article twentytwo: | 

_ The state encourages and protects the activity . 
of individual craftsmen and their voluntary parti- 
cipation in trade unions and cooperatives and 
renders all-round assistance for upgrading their 
professional skill, ensuring the supply of raw mater- 
ials to them and sale of their output. 


Article twenty-three: 

With a view to reviving and developing agric- 
ulture, the State gives supplementary agricultural 
aid to the peasants and land-holders and renders 
effective assistance for the creation of mixed and 
private agricultural mechanized farms and recla- 
mation of virgin lands. 


Article twentyfour: 

The state guarantees by law the use of pastures 
by nomads and livestock breeders. The state shall 
assist in the creation of proper conditions for the 
growth of animal husbandry, sale of livestock pro- 
ducts and improvement of economic, social and 
living standards of nomads and livestock breeders. 


Article twentyfive: 

_ The state shall guarantee the security of private 
investment for the growth of national economy and 
protect and encourage the participation of national 
capital holders in the development of industry, 
commerce, construction, transport, agriculture and 
service in accordance With the law. | 

The state shall expand all-round and beneficial 
relations with private entrepreneurs and protect 


the private sector against the competition of fox 
eign capital. The state shall take into  accoun 
the interests of private sector, in accordance wit 
law, while working out the financial, credit, cus 
toms and price policies. 

Article Twenty-Six: 

This article is abolished, 

Article Twenty-Seven: 

For the growth of national economy, the Stat 
encourages foreign investment in the Republic 
Afghanistan, in accordance with the law. 

Article twentyeight: 

In the Republic of Afghanistan, no foreign cit 
zen shall enjoy the right to own immovable prope: 
ty. Subject to the approval of the government, imn 
ovable property may be sold to diplomatic missior 
and foreign governments on a reciprocal basis an 
also to international organisations in which th 
Republic of Afghanistan is a member. 


Article twentynine: 
The heriditary right to property shall be gua 
anteed by law on the basis of Islamic Shariat. 
Articie thirty: 
Expropriation is allowed only in public inte 
est and against just and prior compensation I 
accordance with the law. 


Confiscation of property is not allowed withot 
the sanction of the law and the decision of a court 

Articie thirtyone: 

In the Republic of Afghanistan, the  criteri 
rates and types of taxes and duties shall be detern 
ined on the basis of law and. social iustice. 


Articie tnirtytwo: 

The state shall adopt and implement necessary 
easures for the protection of nature, natural wea- 
1 and reasonable utilisation of natural resour- 
s, improvement of living environment, preven- 
yn of pollution of water and air, and conservation 
d survival of animals and plants. 


CHAPTER THREE 
CITIZENSHIP, BASIC RIGHTS, FREEDOMS 
AND DUTIES OF CITIZENS 


Article thirtythree: 
_ The citizenship of the Republic of Afghanistan 
equal and uniform to all citizens. Acquisition 
id loss of citizenship and other matters related to 
are regulated by law. Every individual having 
tizenship of the Republic of Afghanistan in acc- 
dance with the law, shall be called an Afghan. 


Articie thirtyfour: 

No citizens of the Republic of Afghanistan 
all be exiled inside or outside the country. 

Article :tnirtyfive: 

No citizen of the Republic of Afghanistan shail 
> extradited to a foreign state. 


Article thirtysix: | 

The citizens of the Republic of Afghanistan 
ving abroad enjoy the protection of the — state. 
he state shall defend their rights and legal inte- 
sts, strengthen the relations of Afghans living 
sroad with the country, and help their’ SevuEn to 
ie homeland. 


Article thirtyseven: 

The Republic of Afghanistan guarantees, accor. 
ding to the law, the rights and freedoms of foreign 
eitizens and individuals residing in Afghanistar 
without citizenship. They are bound to obey _ the 
Constitution and other laws: of the  epUbne of 
Afghanistan. 

Article thirtyeight: 

Citizens of the Republic of Afghanistan, 
both men and women, have equal rights and duties 
in the eyes of the law, irrespective of their nat- 
ional, racial, linguistic, tribal, educational and 
social status, religion creed, political conviction, 
occupation, kinship, wealth, and residence. 

Designation of any illegal privilege or discrim- 
ination against rights and duties of citizens are€ 
forbidden. 


Article thirtynine: 

Right to life is the natural right of every human 
being. “No person shall be deprived of this right 
unless by law. 

Article Forty: 

In the Republic of Afghanistan, the freedom 
to perform religious rites is guaranteed to all Mus- 
lims. Followers of other religions are free to perfo- 
rm their religious rites. No individual has the right 
to abuse religion for anti-national and  anti-people 
propaganda purposes, creation of enmity and 
commision of other deeds contrary to the interesis 
of the Republic of Afghanistan. 

Article Fortyone: 7 

Liberty is the natural right of evey human 
being. This right is unlimited, except in so far as 
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harms the freedom of others and public interests 
; defined by law. 

Liberty and human dignity are inviolable and 
1e state respects and protects them. Innocence is 
1e original state and the accused is presumed 
mocent unless found guilty by a final verdict of a 
ourt of law. | 

— No act is considered a crime, except as 
rescribed by law. 

— No person shall be arrested and accused of 
ommitting a crime unless in accordance with the 
rovisions of the law. 


— No pérson can be detained, except with the 
remision of the court and in accordance with law. 

— No person can be punished unless by:a. verdict 
f a court, in accordance with provisions of 
aw and in proportion to the crime committed. 

— Crime is a personal deed; no other: person 
nall be punished for its commission. 

— The accused has the right to defend himself 
ersonally or through an advocate. 

Article fortytwo> 

In the Republic of Afghanistan, punishment 
1compatible with human dignity, torture and 
xcruciation are prohibited. Obtaining confession. 
astimony or statementfroman accused or any 
ther person by compulsion or threat is prohibited. 
tatements or testimony taken from an accused 
r other person by means of compulsion shall not 
e valid. 


A public servant who tortures an accused or any | 
ther person for obtaining statements, testimony or 
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confession, or who issues orders for torture, shall be 
punished in accordance with the law. Acting on 
the orders of superiors in the commission of unlaw- 
ful deeds cannot be the ground for the plea of 
innocence. 

Article fortytnree: 

Indebtedness cannot be the cause of deprivation 


of a person’s liberty. 


The ways and means of recovering debts — shall 
be regulated by the law. | 

Article fortyfour: 

In the Republic of Atchanietan, the inviolab- 
ility of residence is guaranteed. No person, includ- 
ing a state representative, can enter or search a 
residence without the permission of the resident 
and except in circumstances and under  procedu- 
res prescribed by the law. 

Articie fortyfive: 

In the Republic of Afghanistan, confidentiality 
of correspondence and telephonic and _ telegraphic 
communications is guaranteed. 

No one. including a state representative, shall 
intercept telephonic and telegraphic communications 
and control correspondence except under the provis- 
ions of the law. 


Articie fortysix: 

Citizens of the Republic of Afghanistan who 
suffer in the performance of their duties unlawful 
damage by state organs, social organisations and 
responsible officials are entitled to compensation, 
conditions and procedures ‘of which shall be 
regulated by law. , 
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Article fortyseven: 

Citizens of the Republic of Afghanistan are 
itled to take part in socio-political life and the 
ninistration of the state, directly or through 
ir representatives. 

Article fortyeight: 

Citizens of the Republic of Afghanistan have 

right to elect or be elected. Conditions and 
cedures of exercising this right shall be regu- 
od by law. 

Article fortynine: 

Citizens of the Republic of Afghanistan enjoy 

right of freedom of thought and expression. 

Citizens can exercise this right openly, in speech 
[in writing, in accordance with the provisions 
the law. 

Pre- -censorship of the press is not allowed. 

Articie ility: | ; 

Citizens of the Republic of Afghanistan have 
right to assembly, peaceful demonstration and 
ke, in accordance with the provisions of the law. 
Ariicie tiftyone: 

Citizens of the Republic of Afghanistan enjoy 
right to petition, criticise and make  suggest- 
s, either individually or cachudarh 


state organs, social organisations and respon- 
le abtictals are bound to Gangaes the petitions, 
icismS and proposals and take necessary actions 
regard to them within the time prescribed by 
r, Surveillance for criticism is forbidden. 

Articie fiiitytwo: 

Citizens of the Republic of Afghanistan have 
right to work and are entitled to equal pay for 
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equal work. The state, through enactment and apy 
lication of just and progressive labour laws, shal 
provide necessary conditions for the citizens t 
enjoy this right. 

Article fiftythree: 

Imposition of forced labour is forbidden. 

Performance of compulsory labour in wa 
time, natural calamity and other states of emerg 
ency which threaten public life and order shal 
be excluded from this. 

Article fittyfour: 

Citizens of the Republic of Afghanistan, sub 
ject to the needs of the society and on the basis 0: 
specialisation, have the right to hold state posts 
and choose their occupation. 

Article fiftyfive: 

Citizens of the Republic of Afghanistan have 
the right to rest. 

The state defines the working hours and the 
periodic holidays with pay and the specifications 
of work during holidays, festivals, Ids and 
Shall provide conditions for rest, growth of cultu- 
ral, artistic establishments, physical training, sports 
and healthy recreation. 


Article Fifty-Six: 

Citizens of the Republic of Afghanistan have 
the right to free education. 

The State shall adopt necessary measures for 
the eradication of illiteracy, generalization of bala- 
need education, education in mother tongue, ensu- 
ring compulsory primary education, gradual exp- 
ansion of general, technical, professional and 
vocational education and growth of the system of 


higher education for training national cadres. 

In the Republic of Afghnistan the formation 
of educational and higher education institutions by 
private sector and foreign persons is allowed in 
accordance with the law. 

Article fiftyseven: . 

| Citizens of the Republic of Afghanistan have 
the right to health and social security. 

The state shall adopt necessary ‘measures for 
expansion of all-round, balanced and countrywide 
medical services, expansion of hospitals, health 
centres, training of doctors and personnel fo1 
medical services, universal prevention of disea- 
ses, expansion of free health services, arrangement 
and encouragement of private medical services 
improvement of material welfare of the aged, was 
and work disabled and dependents of martyrs. 


Article fiftyeight: 

Citizens of the Republic of Afghanistan have 
the right to scientific, technical an artistic activit 
ies. 

The state ensures systematic progress of science 
and training of scientific cadres, protects the 
rights of authors and inventors, encourages anc 
protects scientific research in all spheres anc 
generalizes the effective use of the results of sci. 
entific research. . 


Article fiftynine: | 
Ze Citizens of the Republic of Afghanistan have 
“Ave right to travel and free choice of settlemen/ 

and residence in the country. 
The state is authorized to ban temporarily tr- 


avel, settlement and residence in particular areas 0! 
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the country for the purposes of maintaining secu- 
rity and public order, prevention of epidemic . dis- 
eases and protection of the rights and liberties of 
individuals. ) .

Citizens of the Republic of Afghanistan enjoy 
according to law the right to travel abroad and 
return home. 

Article sixtyone: 

Every citizen of the Republic of Afghanistan 
is bound to observe the Constitution and the laws 
of the Republic of Afghanistan. 

Ignorance of provisions of law is no excuse. 


Article sixtytwo: 

Citizens of the Republic of Afghanistan and 
foreigners are bound to pay taxes and duties to 
the state in accordance with the provisions of the 
law. 

Article sixtythree: 

The defence of homeland, independence, nat- 
ional sovereignty and territorial integrity of the 
country is the proud duty of the citizens of the Rep- 
ublic of Afghanistan. Conditions of service in the 
armed forces shall be regulated by law. 

Articie sixtyfour: 

The state shall provide necessary conditions 
for the citizens to exercise their fundamental rig- 
hts and liberties and discharge their duties. 


No person has the right to exercise the rights 
and liberties enshrined in the law against public 
interest and to the detriment of the rights and 
liberties of other citizens. 


CHAPTER FOUR 
LOYA JIRGAH | 
Article sixtyfive: 
The Loya Jirgah is the highest manifestatior 
of the will of the people of Afghanistan in accord 
ance with national historical traditions. 


Article Sixty-Six: 

The Loya Jirgah is composed of: 

1— The President and Vice-Presidents; 

2— Members of the National Assembly; 

3— Prime Minister, Deputy Prime Minister 
and members of the Council of Ministers; 

- 4— Chief Justice and Deputy Chief Justices; 

oO— Attorney General; 

6—- Chairman of the Constitution Council; 

7— Chairmen of the councils of provinces. 

8— From each province, equivalent to the num 
ber of their deputies to the Wolesi Jingah (House o 
Representatives), elected by the people througl 
universal equal, free, secret and direct ballot; 

9— A maximum of fifty persons from amon; 
the political, scientific, cultural, social and religiou. 
figures to be appointed by the President. 


Article sixtyseven: 

The Loya Jirgah enjoys the ee powers. 

1. To approve and amend the Constitution. 

2. To elect the President and to accept the Pr 
esident’s resignation. 

3. To consent to the declaration of war ant 
armistice. 

4. To adopt decisions on the most importan 
questions regarding the destiny of the country. 
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Article sixtyeight: 

. Save in cases otherwise defined in this Constit 
ution, the Loya Jirgah shall be summoned an 
opened by the President and its sessions _ shal 
be held under the chairmanship of the Presiden 
or any other person appointed by the President a 
his regent. 

The quorum for the Loya Jirgah shall be tw. 
third of its members present. ‘ 

Save in casés otherwise defined in this constit 
ution, the decisions of the Loya Jirgah shall b 
adopted by a majority vote of its members. 


Article sixtynine: 

During the time when the House of Representa 
tives remains dissolved, its members shall  retai 
their membership of the Loya Jirgah till a nev 
house is elected. 

Article seventy: 

Elections to Loya Jirgah shall be regulated hb: 
law and its procedure laid down by the Loy. 
Jirgah itself. ' 

CHAPTER FIVE 
THE PRESIDENT 

Article seventyone: 

The President is the head of the state’ and shal 
exercise his powers in legislative, executive an 
judicial spheres in accordance with the provision 
of this Constitution and laws of the Republic o 
Afghanistan. 

Article seventytwo: 

The President shall be elected “— a majorit; 
vote of the members of the Loya Jirgah for a tern 
of sevén years. No EenEn can be elected as Presid 
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ent for more than two terms. The President is acc- 
ountable and shall report to Loya Jirgah. The Loya 
Jirgah shall be called to elect a new President thi- 
rty days before the end of the term of office of the 
outgoing President. 

Article seventythree: 

Any Muslim citizen of the Republic of Afghan- 
istan who has completed the age of forty and who 
and whose wife are born of Afghan parents and 
enjoys civil and political rights can be elected Pres- 
ident. 

Article seventyfour: 

The President, after being elected, shall take 
she following oath: 

“IT swear in the name of Allah, the Almighty, 
(0 protect the principles of sacred religion of Islam, 
ybserve the constitution of the Republic of Afgh- 
ynistan and supervise its implementation, safeguard 
the independence, national sovereignty and 
erritorial integrity of Afghanistan, preserve the 
yasic rights and freedoms of the citizens and exert 
ll my efforts to ensure social justice, people’s pro- 
perity, strengthening of peace and progress of the 
ountry.”’ 

. Article Seventy-Five: 

The President shall enjoy the following powers

9— To accredit heads of diplomatic missions | 
the Republic of Afghanistan to other countries az 
to international organizations; 

10— Accept the credentials of the heads 
diplomatic missions of other countries to the Re 
ublic of Afghanistan: 

11— To proclaim a state of Emergency, gener. 
and partial mobilization and their termination; 

12— To declare war and armistice in consonant 
with the Loya Jirgah; 

13— To authorize the issuance of money an 
monetary reform, in accordance with the law; 

14— To grant citizenship and asylum in acco 
dance with the law; 

15— To grant honourary orders, medals an 
titles in accordance with the law; 

16— To approve the national anthem of _ tt 
Republic of Afghanistan; 
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1'7— To-cancel the laws and other legislative 
instruments whose unconformity with the Constit- 
ition is determined by the Constitutional Council; 

18— To create the Presidential Administrative 
appratus, 

19— To exercise other powers in accordance 
with the law.

The President shall ntinge,davtttice till the 
end of his term except in the event of protracted 
and incurable illness and or resignation. In all cases 
when the President is unable to discharge his 
luties, the presidential functions shall be entrusted 
to the first Vice-President. 


In case of permanent loss of ability to work, 
leath or resignation of the President, the first 
Vice-President shall invite. the Loya Jirgah within 
yne month to elect a new President. 

In the even of resignation, the President shall 
submit his resignation directly to the Loya Jirgah. 


CHAPTER SIX 
NATIONAL ASSEMBLY 

Article Seventy-Seven: 

The National Assembly (parliament) is the 
nighest legislative body of the = of Afghan- 
stan. 

Article seventyeight: : 

The National Assembly consists of two houses: 
House of Representatives and Senate. 
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Article Seventy-Nine: 

The people’s deputies to the House of Represe- 
atatives, shall be elected through general, equal, 
free, secret and direct voting fora legislative term 
of five years, in accordance with the law. 

Members of the Senate (senators) are elected 
and appointed in the following manner: 

1. Two-persons from each province elected by 
the people for a period of five years.

These legislative ordinances shall come 
into force after signature by the President.

The local administration in the Republic of 
Afghanistan consists of the administrative units of 
provinces, districts, cities and precincts. 

The units are led by governors, district ch- 
iefs, mayors and heads of precincts. 

Provincial and district councils shall be set 
up, In accordance with the law, in every province 
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and district. The couvinatal and district councils 
each shall elect one of their members as chairman 
and secretary. | 

The terms of office of the provincial and 
district councils is three years. 


Article One Hundred and Twentynine: 

The Provincial and District Councils shall take 
part, in accordance with the law, in maintaining the 
developmental objectives of the State in the area 
and shall give recommendations to the Administra- 
tion for the improvement and development of the 
affairs concerned. Member of the provincial and dis- 
trict councils shall be paid proper attendance fees.

The Republic of Afghanistan is favour 
of establishing and consolidation of  friend- 
ly relations with all countries, particularly 
the neighbouring and Islamic ones, _ irrespect- 
ive of their socio-political and economic syst- 
ems, based on the principles of equality of 
rights, mutual respect of independence, nation- 
al sovereignty, territorial integrity, mon- 
interference in each other’s internal affairs, 
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non-resort to force or threatof use of for- 
ce, denunciation of all forms of interference 
and aggression and sincere fulfilment of inter- 
national commitments in accordance with the 
accepted principles and norms of international 
law.
